HE  following   Catalogues  of   Portraits  in  East 


X  Riding  houses  are  printed  to  supply  a  want 
which  has  been  felt,  for  in  most  cases — where 
they  exist — there  is  but  one  copy  in  MS.,  liable  to  be 
lost,  and  the  identity  of  the  various  portraits  is,  conse- 
quently, often  forgotten.  It  is  hoped  that  by  printing 
them  here,  this  danger  may  be  prevented,  and  that 
these  lists  may  be  of  use  not  only  to  members  of  the 
families  concerned,  but  to  all  who  take  an  interest  in 
the  history  of  the  Riding  and  the  biography  of  those 
who  have  been  connected  wdth  it. 

The  portraits  at  Bolton  Abbey  in  the  possession  of 
the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  though  now  in  the  West 
Riding,  came  for  the  most  part  from  Londesborough, 
in  the  East  Riding,  when  the  house  there  was  pulled 
down  by  the  sixth  Duke  of  Devonshire  in  i8ig,  so  that 
a  record  of  them  here  seems  most  appropriate;  and  the 
succeeding  Catalogues  of  the  Strickland,  Cholmley, 
and  Constable  portraits  at  Boynton,  Howsham,  and 
Wassand,  and  the  others  which  follow  them,  need, 
I  think,  no  apology.

28th  February,  1591,  and  who  died  during  the  Rebellion 
at  one  of  the  Prebendal  Houses  at  York,  nth  December, 
1643,  during  the  siege  by  the  Parliamentary  Army.

3.  Dorothy  Savile,   daughter   and   coheiress   of  William,  2nd

(by  his  first  wife,  Eleanor  Brandon,  niece  of  King  Henry  VHL) 
of  Henry,  2nd  Earl  of  Cumberland,  she  married  7th  February, 
1555,  in  the  Chapel  Royal,  Whitehall,  Henry,  Lord  Strange, 
afterwards  4th  Earl  of  Derby.  She  survived  him,  and  died 
29th  September,  1596. 

6.  Catherine  Fenton,  2nd  wife  of  Richard  Boyle,  ist  Earl  of  Cork, 

daughter  and  heiress  of  Sir  Geoffrey  Fenton,  Kt.,  Secretary 
of  State  for  Ireland,  by  Alice  his  wife  (widow  of  Hugh 
Brady,  Bishop  of  Meath),  daughter  of  Robert  Weston,  Lord 
Chancellor  of  Ireland,  1567-73.  She  was  born  1566,  married 
25th  July,  1603,  and  died  i6th  February,  1629-30. 

7.  Richard  Boyle,  3rd  Earl  of  Burlington,  the  patron  of  Pope  and 

the  architect  of  Chiswick  and  the  Colonnade  at  Burlington 
House,  born  25th  April,  1694,  ^^^^     Chiswick  3rd  December, 
1753,  buried  at  Londesborough. 
Painted  in  1743  by  Knapton. 

8.  Anne  Chfford,  daughter  and  heiress  of  George,  3rd  Earl  of 

Cumberland,  born  30th  January,  1589-90,  married  (i)  25th 
February,  1608-9,  Richard  Sackville,  3rd  Earl  of  Dorset, 
who  died  28th  March,  1624,  aged  35  years.  She  married 
secondly,  as  his  2nd  wife,  3rd  June,  1630,  Philip  Herbert, 
Earl  of  Pembroke  and  Montgomery.  She  died  22nd  March, 
1675-6,  in  her  87th  year.  This  picture  has  the  arms  of 
Herbert  impaling  Clifford  on  it.
